week brought out some right interesting 
information. A high percentige of them 
contained stories on what their towns were 
doing to attract industry. 

The Shelby County Times of Calera 
contained a writeup taken from the May 
Bulletin of the Alabaina State Chamber of 
Commerce, It related how Calera and Mont- 
evallo worked to raise $10,000 each to pay 
for grading the land now occupied by a big 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation plant. 
The combined efforts of the two towns so 
impressed company officials that they gave 
all the money back, 

The article says, ‘There could be 
no finer story of the community appre- 
ciation of the value of industry and a 
genuinely friendly and cooperative at- 
titude toward new enterprise than the 
Calera-Montevallo action.” 

In Clayton in Barbour County the 
Chamber of Commerce has_ successfully 
campleted a drive to raise $100,000 to build 
a building for a prospective industry. Bar- 
bour County has an averave family income 
of under $1100 compared to Coffee County’s 
$1200 while Clayton has a population of 
under 1600 compared to Elba’s almost 3,000. 
Tougher obstacles than would be faced in 
Elba were met and overcome in Clayton. As 
the editor of The Record there put it, ‘We 
are doing more than just providing a nice 
town.” 

Union Springs in Bullock County has 
started a drive to raise $100,000 to build a 
plant for a manufacturing Company. Re- 
payment of money put into bonds for con- 
st uction will be guaranteed with a rental 
coutract by a reputable company. 

Likewise in Cottonwood, committees 
are beating the bushes for construction 
money. 

Enterprise has two industrial con- 
tacts under study according to Gerstel 
Allen, chairman of the city’s Chamber 
of Commerce Board of Directors. The 
organization is currently engaged in a 
campaign to boost its membership to 


n protest, As a result, and also because not 
gne voice was raised to champion the good 
sense and economy of the Board, they back- 
2d down and reopened the schools, 

This should not happen again. Jess 
Brown, Dallas Wise, Carl Brooks and Frank 
rainer (Tony Harrell was appointed) were 
alected by the people to run the schools for 
the good of the entire student body of Cof- 
?ee County. Hamstrung by a critical short- 
uge of funds, they have decided again the 
est thing to do is close these three schools, 

So that they won’t think they are 
standing alone when angry community 
residents of Bluff Springs, Victoria 
and Eanon storm into their meetings, 
The Clipper endorses the move as be- 
ing in the best interests of the entire 
county school system. Money has to 
be saved somewhere. | 

Residents of the three communities in 
which the schools were closed who believe 
their neighborhood will now dry up and 
blow away can take heart by looking at Ino. 
A number of years ago the school there was 
shut down, The residents protested but to 
no avail, However, instead of the commu- 
nity withering away, it has prospered as 
can be evidenced by the dedication cere- 
monies held Sunday at the Ino Baptist 
church.
